The presence of a 
sufficient number of pathogenic or- 
ganisms in milk to produce disease 
does not change the physical prop- 
erties of the milk.

The United States merchant marine was not built to 
cripple Great Britain or any other friendly nation. It was 
constructed hastily at great effort and expense in an effort 
to save the allies from the destructiveness of submarine 
warfare and to put American armies and American sup- 
plies in France. cae be 
The talk of an American marine, without our efforts, 
might easily have spelled destruction to the allied cause 
‘inthe great war. : 

But now that America has the merchant marine it 
will not be abandoned. No considerable number of peo- 
ple, and certainly no political party wants it abandoned. In 
the earlier days of the republic our flag was on every sea 
and our ships added greatly to the prosperity of the coun- 
try. We intend to keep the flag on the ocean as a safe- 
. guard in event of war and as.a benefit to American ship- 
pers and consumers in time of peace. ; 
The people of the United States fail to see where 
they would “eventually benefit” by abandoning the seas 
and turning over the carrying of ‘our products to British 
and European ships. Certainly our recent experiences 
with the “benefits” of European control of the rubber in- 
dustry, have not been very convincing. ; 

If European newspapers read in the present signs in} 
America any intention of our abandoning the Amétican | 
merchant marine they are gaining inspiration from their 
hearts and not from their heads. The national administra- 
tion wants the merchant marine maintained and there is 


nothing to indicate that the opposition has any different 
desire. ‘

Humanly 
speaking, there seems little doubt
